Simple combinations of colors 6xz preferred by most people, so these il- 
lustrated suggestions ^rz not complicated. I have made them easy to understand 
dnd follow so that should you not exactly like any one of the colors of some

In deciding upon the color scheme for any room, remember to consider any 
rugs or other floor coverings, draperies, and other colorful furnishings as a 
part of the scheme. Also remember that, generally speaking, the tone of the 
floors should be darkest, the walls much lighter and the ceilings lightest. 
Intense colors should be superimposed against neutral backgrounds. Thus 
your pale-colored walls become a proper seiiting for cheerfully-painted fur- 
riiture, bright draperies or accessories. ...... 

All of the paint products, draperies, wallpaper designs, etc , used to make up 
the color schemes illustrated on the following pages ^rz specified opposite 
each tllustrdtion. The Fuller paints recommended 6xz easy to apply so that if 
you like you can do much of the work yourself.

A LIVING ROOM IN BLUE AND 
BURNT ORANGE

DELIGHTFULLY CHEERFUL and attractive 
color combtndtion for a living room is developed m tints of yellow, orange and blue. A 
dull north room, or one needing a brighter scheme, vs/ill take on more interest and charm if 
decorated with these colors. The walls and ceiling are painted pale yellow with a mix- 
ture of equal parts White Fullerglo and Jonquil Yellow Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. 
Cream Fullerglo is the color selected for the woodwork, and it combines perfectly with the 
yellow of the walls. . . . Contrast is necessary in every scheme, and in 

this one It IS supplied by the bit of Delphinium blue with which the inside of the book- 
shelves IS painted. Decoret Quick Drying Enamel is the material used in applying this 
color The floor is painted with Dark Oak Fullerwear Floor Enamel, completing the color 
combination of the background. ... A barrel-back Windsor chair, and 

small butterfly end table are painted with Black Decoret Quick Drying Enamel trimmed with 
Delphin.um Blue and Burnt Orange. The latter color is one of the intermediate shades 
shown on the Decoret color card and is a mixture of one part Cardinal and eight parts 
^''*'^5^- • . . A cigarette box is painted with the Burnt Orange Decoret, 

and antiqued heavily with Decoret Antique Glazing Liquid. The small mahogany table is 
Finished with a soft dull glow with Fuller Fifty for Flatting Varnish. • • . . 

One lampshade is made of parchment rubbed with Raw Sienna Fuller Pure Colors in Oil, 
and bound top and bottom with a binding of passe partout tape painted with Burnt Orange 
Decoret. The other lampshade is pleated orange red paper, trimmed with a line of black and 
blue at the top and bottom. A rug in two shades of blue covers the floor. The large overstuffed 
chair IS covered with a slip cover of ecru chintz figured with a design in blue, 
dull orange, henna and green,- floor length drapes of the same 
material may be made for the windows.

A BREAKFAST NOOK IN SHADES OF 
TUROUOISE AND GOLD

HE WOMAN who wants to combine the 
coolness oF blue with the warmth of gold, will Find a happy combination oF these colors in 
the scheme for the breakFast room, in turquoise and gold shading to rich burnt orange. The 
combination could be used equally well in a room oF northern or southern exposure. « * 
The walls are painted a rich light buFf^ using a mixture oF equal parts White and Buff Ful- 
lerglo. The woodwork, like the ceiling, is painted with Ivory Fuilerglo. The inside oF 
the small wall cupboard is painted with Venice Blue Decoret Quick Drying Enamel, with 
edges oF the shelves trimmed with Burnt Orange, an intermediate shade shown on the 
Decoret color card as a mixture oF one part Cardinal and eight parts Orange. This same 
shade is used on the large tray below the cupboard. « « A neutral shade is 

used for painting the Floor, a mixture of equal parts Dust Color and Light Lead Fullerwear 
Floor Enamel. « « All the Furniture is painted with Turquoise Blue, an inter- 

mediate shade oF Decoret Enamel made by combining one part Jade Green with four parts 
Delphinium Blue. This is not hard to mix when you remember that a half-pint oF Jade 
Green is added to a quart oF Delphinium Blue, making enough to paint a dining room or 
breakFast room set. The trim colors are Black Decoret Quick Drying Enamel and Burnt 
Orange oF the same material. When the color is dry Decoret Antique Glazing Liquid is 
used to produce the antique effect. « . The seats of the chairs are covered 

with black oil cloth. The earthenware bowls are painted with Jade Green Nitrokote 
Brushing Lacquer and are used as containers for fruit and flowers on the buffet and dining 
table. A mirror frame finished with burnished gold is hung over the buffet. A rewoven 
rug in beige covers the floor, harmonizing with the Roor color. Curtains of gold 
casement cloth, and a table scarf of gold damask complete the scheme. 
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FULLERGLO 

Fullerglo is a semi-gloss paint for use on walls, woodwork or furniture. The finish it produces 
is beautiful, satin-like in texture and pleasing to the eye even on very large wall surfaces. 
In addition, it is perfectly sanitary. Walls finished with Fullerglo may be washed as easily 
as a surface of porcelain or china. Even indelible pencil marks may be quickly removed 
from a Fullerglo'd surface with a little soap and water. The Fullerglo finish is tough and 
clings tenaciously to any surface that has been properly prepared. It will not chip, resists 
abrasion and has remarkable wearing qualities. «»««««« 



A DINING ROOM IN RED 
AND GREEN

^HEERFUL SHADES OF RED contrasted with green combine 
in an attractive color scheme with mellow ivory walls as a background in this dining room. 
Ivory Fullerglo is used for painting both the walls and woodwork in this room, after which 
a glaze of Fuller Blending and Glazing Liquid mixed with a little Raw Sienna and a touch 
of Burnt Umber is applied, wiped and stippled, making an interesting effect. The ceiling 
is painted with Pale Ivory Fullerglo which is lighter in tone than the walls. The inside sur- 
faces of the open shelves arz enameled with Jade Green Decoret Quick Drying Enamel, 
making a surface easily cared for and an excellent background for the china arranged on the 
shelves. Black Fullerwear Floor Enamel is applied to the floor in a finish that shows the 
henna rug to advantage. «-><<<<<<« 

The buffet, with the mirror above, is decorated with Chinese Red Decoret Quick Drying 
Enamel. The front door and drawer panels are painted with Ecru Decoret and trimmed 
with a line of Black Decoret and Meyercord Oriental transfer designs in black and gold to 
fit in the spaces. A finishing glaze of Decoret Antique Glazing Liquid is used to dull the 
intensity of the red. The chairs are painted with Jade Green Decoret Quick Drying Enamel 
with a glaze of the Decoret Antique Glazing Liquid. Pads for the back and seats are made 
of monks cloth in beige, henna and black. The walnut table is finished with Fuller Fifty for 
Flatting Varnish and trimmed with Jade Green Decoret to match the chairs. « « « 

In selecting a treatment for the windows, which are not shown in the illustration, use cur- 
tains of ecru marquisette hung under drapes of chintz with a dull green background and a 
design in which red, black, gold and brighter green predominate. The edges 
of the drapes may be trimmed with ecru woolen fringe if desired.

Sea Foam Fullerglo is used for painting the walls. The ceiling is painted a shade lighter, 
White Fullerglo being added to the Sea Foam to make the difference in tint. The wood- 
work throughout the room is painted with Ivory Fullerglo. The arrangement of the dishes 
in the cupboard is made more effective by a background of Coral Decoret Quick Drying 
Enamel. This color is a mixture of one part Chinese Red and eight parts White. 
The Roor, previously covered with old linoleum, has been painted to resemble tile. Indian 
Red Fullerwear Floor Enamel was first applied, allowed to dry and then Black Decoret 
Quick Drying Enamel was used to outline spaces of different sizes and shapes, making a 
tile-like pattern. When the outline is dry the design may be protected with a coat of 
Speedite Varnish, for the sake of added durability. *«,*., 

The body color of the furniture is Ecru, with a trim of Jade Green and Black, Decoret 
Quick Drying Enamel is the material used for the purpose. In the center of the buffet doors 
a small Jade Green medallion is painted as a background for Meyercord transfer design 
known as Dearborn-D No. 86145. If an antique finish is desired use Decoret Ant.que 
Glazing Liquid, applied and wiped according to the directions on the container. 
The windows are curtained simply with ecru theatrical gauze. If a brighter effect is wanted 
the curtains may be trimmed with bands of green, coral and black.

be made different by the use of a striking color scheme having maize yellow and jade green 
as the predominant colors. It would be ideal for the room that needs more light, as the 
sunny yellow tint of the walls catches and reflects the light rays, making the room brighter. 
Walls and ceiling are painted a pale yellow that is a mixture of equal parts White Fullerglo 
and Jonquil Yellow Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. The wall back of the drain board as 
well as the board itself are painted with Decoret Drain Board White, an enamel manu- 
factured for this purpose. A contrasting trim of Black Decoret Quick Drying Enamel is 
used on the edge of the board. ««<<<<<<« 

A two-color treatment is chosen for the woodwork throughout the room. All panels 
are painted maize yellow with a mixture of equal parts Cream Fullerglo and Jonquil Yel- 
low Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. The borders, framework around doors, etc., are painted 
with Jade Green Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. The interior of the cupboard is painted 
with Coral, shown on the Decoret color card as a mixture of one part Chinese Red and 
eight parts White Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. The knobs on drawers and doors are 
painted with Black Decoret. «-««.«.«,, 

Fullerwear Floor Enamel in Indian Red makes a Floor finish that resembles the red of tile. 
Furniture in this room is decorated with maize. Jade and Black to match the woodwork. 
Curtains of white marquisette with red dots are hung at the window. The scalloped 
valance of green oilcloth completes the scheme by bringing a touch of green to the top of 
the room. The bread box, canisters, etc., are painted with Jonquil Yellow Decoret Quick 
Drying Enamel with a trim of Jade Green of the same material.

Pdle Ivory Fullerglo is used for painting both walls and ceiling in the kitchen and also the 
ceiling in the breakfast nook, while the walls of the latter room are papered with Fuller 
Wallpaper No. 7206, a charming modern paper with a Floral motif. In both rooms the 
woodwork is painted with Silver White Fullerglo, with a line of Black Decoret Quick 
Drying Enamel on the small moldings around panels, etc. The cupboards are painted inside 
with Old Rose Decoret, one of the intermediate colors shown on the Decoret color card 
as a mixture of sixteen parts Orchid Tint and one part Cardinal Decoret Quick Drying Enamel. 
The decoration on the panel doors of the cupboard is a stencil design applied with Madder 
Lake, Chrome Green (light), Raw Sienna and White Fuller Pure Colors in Oil. The Roor 
is painted with Dust Color Fullerwear Floor Enamel. ..«,.« 

The pale jade green of the tile around the sink was the color selected for painting the 
breakfast room furniture. This color is obtained by adding White to Jade Green Decoret 
Quick Drying Enamel, the proportions being one part Jade Green to six parts White. 
The trim of the furniture is the Old Rose Decoret previously mentioned as the color lining 
the cupboards. A corner shelf at one end of the sink is decorated to accord with the 
furniture. The parchment shade for the light above the table is decorated with Raw Sienna 
Fuller Pure Colors in Oil with bands of Black Decoret and a Meyercord Transfer design, 
the whole thing finished with a coat of Fuller Pure White Shellac. The curtains 
may be made of pale yellow percale with a green dot or of cream 
colored theatrical gauze.

The bedroom furniture is attractively painted with Citronelle Decoret Quick Drying Enamel 
with a trim of Turquoise, one of the intermediate colors of the same materiaL It is shown 
on the color card as a mixture of one part Jade Green with four parts Delphinium Blue 
Decoret. The color scheme is reversed in painting the small Priscilla sewing cabinet. On it 
the body color is the Turquoise Blue with a trim of Citronelle. Meyercord designs are 
used in decorating the various pieces. The one known as the Dearborn design comes in 
several sizes to meet the demand when large and small spaces are to be decorated. The 
use of Decoret Antique Glazing Liquid as a finish after the colors are dry is optional. - € 
Two-tier curtains of cream colored marquisette are hung at the windows, with overdrapes 
of apricot chintz trimmed with scallops of plain turquoise blue chintz. A slip cover of 
chintz matching the drapes covers the large upholstered chair. The bed 
coverlet is apricot rayon in a silky weave.

The walls are painted pale shell pink, made by combining equal parts of Rose Pink and 
White fullerglo. the ceiling is pointed with a paler tint, made by adding more White Ful- 
lerglo to the mixture. The woodwork throughout the room is painted with Sea Foam 
Fullerglo, contrasting delightfully with the color of the walls. Fullerwear Floor Enamel in 
two different shades is combined in making the attractive dull sage green that harmonizes 
so well with the woodwork. Green and Light Lead in equal parts are the colors used. 
Eau de Nile Decoret Quick Drying Enamel is used for the body color of the furniture with a 
trim of Natural Ivory. A Meyercord transfer design of pink apple blossoms would be an 
appropriate decoration for the head of the bed and the dresser drawers. No. 56081 is 
the number of this design. The interior of the bookcase is painted with Deep Rose Decoret, 
which is shown on the Decoret color card as one of the intermediate tints, made by com-

A small bedside lamp is made of a glass vase painted inside with a mixture of Fuller Violet 
Red and Aluminum Bronze Powder and Nitrokote Clear Bronzing Liquid.

The walls and ceiling are painted with apricot Fullerglo^ a mixture of equal parts Rose Pink 
and Cream Fullerglo, a finish for these surfaces that will not be affected by steam or moisture. 
The woodwork and plaster wainscoting are painted with Baby Blue in contrast to the 
apricot tint of the walls.

A laundry box and bath stool are decorated with Burnt Orange Decoret Quick Drying 
Enamel that is shown on the Decoret color card as a mixture of one part Cardinal and eight 
parts Orange. The box has a trim of Turquoise Blue, another intermediate shade shown on 
the Decoret card as a mixture of one part Jade and four parts Delphinium. A flower print is 
pasted on the front of the box and shellacked with Fuller Pure White Shellac to protect it 
from moisture. The stool has a band of Black Decoret painted around the top, and the seat 
is upholstered in turquoise blue fabrikoid, a waterproof material. * . « « 

The illustration does not show the curtains of dotted swiss, with a shaped valance of blue 
oilcloth bound with peach colored chintz, which makes an attractive window treatment.

The main body of the structure is Colonial Ivory No. 177 Fuller Pure Prepared Paint. White 
Fuller Pure Prepared Pfjint is used as a trirn for the lattice, front porch, corners of the house 
and window sash ..,..,,.., 

A fresh contrasting color is the No. 130 Brilliant Green Fuller Pure Prepared Paint, with 
which the shutters are painted. The color of the roof matches that of the shutters,- No. 6 
Pioneer Shingle Stain is the material used for this surface. .«..,, 

This treatment is suitable for a wooden bungalow or a more pretentious structure, especially 
when such <i house is surrounded by shrubbery, or has trees as a background. 
The colors will not conflict with those of other houses close at hand, because of the neutral 
quality of the Colonial Ivory. This is a point to consider in selecting a new exterior color 
combination. .....,- ....,« 

Do not add a trim color unless you are sure that this addition will improve the appearance of 

the house. It is far better to follow the modern tendency to do away with strong contrasting 

trims than to add a color that detracts from the architectural lines of the structure. 

It is poor economy to use anything but the best paint since labor is the greatest part of the 

expense and it costs as much to apply cheap paint as it does to apply Fuller Pure Prepared 

Paint.

The stucco is painted with No. 913 Buff Concreta, a paint admirably suited for the decora- 
tion and preservation of stucco, cement and concrete surfaces. « « « • , 
No. 130 Brilliant Green Fuller Pure Prepared Paint is used for sash and door trim, making an 
excellent contrast with the Buff side walls, red tile roof, and black wrought iron railings. 
Wooden supports in the patio are stained with No. 5 Pioneer Oil Wood Stain, in harmony 
with the Buff walls. «.«««-..«, 
This entire color scheme can be used to advantage on any stucco house or bungalow. The 
red of the tiled roof can be approximated with No. 4 Pioneer Shingle Stain or No. 2256 
Brick Red Bdrn and Roof Paint. *«««««*.« 
The green of trees and shrubbery is delightful in contrast with the Buff, still the color is mild 
enough in tone that it would not be likely to conflict with colors on adjacent houses if these 
were in close proximity. «««« «««««, 
Light warm colors make surfaces appear larger and closer to the eye; dark colors tend to 
make them seem smaller. For this reason the small unpretentious house benefits by the use of a 
scheme similar to the one illustrated. *«««.««.« 
Many people make the mistake of supposing that stucco and cement houses do not require 
painting. An untreated stucco or cement surface absorbs moisture to which grime adheres 
and docs not wash off. When the same surface is painted it is moisture proof, 
and its good appearance is preserved over a long period. Fuller 
Concreta is recommended for stucco, cement and concrete.

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CHOOSING AN EXTERIOR COLOR 
SCHEME 



While the illustrations in this booklet will help you to select a suitable 
color scheme for your home, the general location and environment 
must be given consideration. ««««««« 

The home that nestles among massive trees, or that is built with a hillside 
as a background must be garbed in colors that will harmonize with the 
greens and browns of Nature. For homes situated such as these/ a red 
roof is almost essential, while cream, white, bu(^, or silver white can 
be used to advantage on the sides. Dark brown with cream trim is excellent 
for a home with shingled sides. «««««« 

A house situated in an open space and not surrounded by trees presents 
a more pleasing appearance when painted with a light neutral color. 
If your house is situated between two others which are painted in strong 
colors, do not select a third strong color combination which will ruin 
the effect of all three. Use a neutral tone with either a trim or roof color 
of one of the strong adjoining colors. This will help to tie the three 
color schemes together, thus improving the appearance of all three houses. 
Generally speaking, light, warm colors make surfaces appear larger and 
closer to the eye; dark colors tend to make them seem smaller. Because 
of this, small houses ordinarily appear to better advantage if Finished in 
warm, light tints/ dark colors tend to make them look stuffy. Large houses 
look more imposing in light colors,- however, in some instances it is 
better to choose a dark color for such a home if the surroundings are 
such that it seems desirable to make the house less prominent. « « 

A tall, narrow house can be made to appear broader and lower if the 
body color is light with a contrasting darker color for the trim, running 
this trim horizontally as much as possible. A squatty house will seem 
taller if finished in grays and greens, provided the trim is not applied 
horizontally any more than is necessary. « « « « « 

If the house is large and the upper portion is of a different material from 
the lower, the upper portion may be painted a different color. On the 
other hand, if the side walls are all siding, a two-color combination 
applied to the top and bottom would tend to give the house a cut-in- 
two, squatty appearance. «««*««« 
The above suggestions and rules are very general, but are nevertheless 
important. Consider carefully those that apply to your house and you'll 
have no trouble with the color scheme you choose. Remember also that 
a reliable, experienced painter should be employed 
for large important jobs. 
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
